The purpose of thi# letter ia to request your assistance ta 
connection with S. 1035, a hill which ha* been ordered reportedly the 
Committee on the Judiciary. The purpose of the hill i» '"To prdWct the 
civilian employees of the executive branch of the United State* Government 
ia the enjoyment of their constitutional right* and to prevent unwarranted 
governmental invasions of their privacy. “ If enacted ia it* present form, 

S. 1035 would have the effect of making more difficult our effort*? to 
prevent infiltration of thi* Agency by Comm uni si « oriented individuals 
and applicants of unsuitable character. 

Senator Ervin introduced a similar bill late in the Sfth Congress. 

At that tim e the hill applied to all employees of the Government. Three 
agencies, the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the National Security 
Agency and the Central intelligence Agency, ia personal interview* with 
Senator Ervin, advanced reason* why each of those agencies should be 
granted full exemption from the bill. 

S, i@3$, as introduced this year, contained a complete exemption 
for the FBI only. A* reported, it contains a partial exemption for CIA 
and NBA, This partial exemption does not eliminate many of the provision* 
of the hill which are objectionable to this Agency. If enacted, ! believe 
S» 1035 would erode the statutory authorities granted this Agency sod it* 
id rector fey the Congress in recognition of the special needs of this 
organisation. 

I would appreciate an early opportunity to discuss with you our 
specific objections to this bill.
